2. ^^^^^m^said Dr. James Watt, who heads the International 

Health Division of PHS, was reorganizing himself into three components: 
administrative, internal, and external. He wanted to transfer to his external 
division John Clay's unit from Kain, who answers to Deputy Assistant Secretary 
Kevan. HH talked to Kain yesterday thinking that Kain should know if HEW 
was re-organising his activities, said that if Kain mentioned it to me. 

I could tell him that OSI, aa the contractor, would not approve of this re- 
arrangement. I agreed, saying that I thought the arrangements for Section 45 
production in HEW were better now than ever before. 

3. In connection with what Steve Nickelsburg reported about MIIA 

responsibility for Section 45 production. the former MIIA was 25X1 A9a 

trying to preserve its identity. It was due to be fully absorbed into DIA on 

1 March and have certain Navy personnel added to it. He commented upon 
this picturesque reversal, reminding ua that the Army Surgeon General 
had been trying for years to get out of Section 45 production altogether. 

4. I said I wondered what would ha ppen to the former "Health and 

Sanitary Data" put out by MIIA. said he thought this would necea-25X1A9a 

sarily continue because the NIS unfortunately was available only to users 

of classified material. He said the Section 45 should be sanitised and 
circulated more widely ao that it could be used by the Pea ce Corps and 25X1A9a 
other agencies concerned in overseas activities. thought this 

was feasible. He said OSI was continually re-writing scientific intelligence 
for wider use and that they were doing this with very little loss of essential 
facta. !
